SMALL LIBRARY NOTES 


We reprint below a book-buying suggestion which is very much to the 
point and which not only means better use of library funds but more va- 
riety in library collections. As we have listened to discussions of books 
in many corners of the country, interesting disagreements about individual 
books and classes of books, we have been happy to think that librarians 
have a large enough selection for choice. How dull it would be to have 
each small library like all the others! Communities have varieties of taste 
and personality which should be expressed in their libraries. But the small 
book fund must be stretched to cover so many needs that if it buys one 
book only a few people will read, it cannot buy another. One partial solu- 
tion for this difficulty is found in this library book club idea discussed in 
an editorial in New York Libraries for August, 1920. The article suggests 
first that libraries borrow more freely from state and traveling libraries 
wherever possible and second that the utility of unused books be increased 
by developing a policy of exchange between libraries. 


“Books wanted by but four or five readers in one village may be wanted 
by a similar number of readers in half a dozen neighboring villages, and 
by successive transfers from library to library, the service of these books 
may be made to represent a full return for their cost. A third and per- 
fectly practical way of meeting the difficulty wherever there is interest 
enough to give a trial, is one outlined and discussed at many of the insti- 
tutes this spring, namely, the plan of bringing half a dozen or more 
neighboring libraries into a co-operating group, whereby each library shall 
annually put a small sum of money into a general pool to be used for the 
purchase of certain expensive books, the collection to be owned in common 
by the co-operating libraries, to be passed either in whole or in sections 
from library to library for brief periods until all their patrons have had a 
chance to see and read them. The final disposition of the books may be 
happily settled by an auction sale after the collection has made its com- 
plete round of visits, the proceeds of the sale being applied as a nucleus for 
another similar common purchase. We are glad to learn that a few groups 
of small libraries have lately agreed to put this plan into operation this 
coming year and shall watch the results with keen interest.”
